Lansing of New York, who 
Will take up temporarily temorrow 
the portfolio of the Department of 
State, has the distinction of having 
represented the United States in more 
international arbitration than any liv- 
ing American. More than that, he 
has had a longer and broader experi- 
ence in international arbitration and 
has appeared mofe frequently before 
nternational tribunals than any liv- 
ine lawyer. 

With his appointment in 1892 as 
associate counsel for the Pnited 
Stater in the fur seal arbitration, he 
entered upon what has been prac- 
tically @ continuous international serv- 
ice. 
International Tribunal in Paris in 
1893, W 1894-5 he served as codnsel 

Mexican and Chinese legations 
at Washington, n 1896 he was ap- 
pointed by Richard Olney, then Secre- 
tary of State under President Cleve-

tration at The Hague in 1908. He was 
technical delegate of the government 
in the fur seal conference at Wash- 
ington in 1911 and special counsel for 
the Department of State on various 
Giplomatic ons and for the 
negotiation with Great Britain of the 
claims to be arbitrated under the spe- 
agreem cn. of 1910.

ened resignation since the United States 
became embroiled in troubles with Mexico 
and European powers, and now they have 
materialized. No loud expressions of grief 
are heard in any quarter. The Secretary's 
resignation seems to have been accepted 
by the President with considerable prompti- 
tude; and the country, so far as heard from, 
is resigned to it. 

President Wilson is to be congratulated 
upon this breach in his Cabinet. Secretary 
Bryan was the weakest point in his line and 
now he can strengthen it. The inefficiency 
and ineptness of the Secretary of State has 
been a reproach to the country and no doubt 
a source of mortification to the President. 
As for the divergence of opinions between 
the President and the Secretary concerning 


people of the United States is with the 
President. Mr. Bryan will not go down 
under a wave of sympathy. — 

Mr. Bryan never was fitted for the office 
of Secretary of State. He was not cast in 
that mold; his Creator had something else 
in view for him. And his training in public 
effairs has been along lines not leading to 
the post into which he was thrust by the 
exigencies of politics.

Such 
action on the part of one of the old- 
est and largest clubs in the federa-

OPINIONS OF OFFICIALS. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN ANCISCO, June 8.—Mrs. J. 
W. Orr, t president of the Cali- 
fornia Federation of Women's Clubs, 
said tonight: 

“The Ebell Club of Lee Angeles is 
one of the largest women's clubs in 
the United States, numbering about 
1500 members, and it ts highly prob- 
able that the secession Was an ex- 
pression of the feeling of a very 
small proportion of the membership 
Three hundred members would have 
been a large showing at any meet- 
ing but a small representation cf 
the club, yet it was probably not more 
than that number decided the matter 
of secession.” 

Mrs. Edward Dexter Knight. vice- 
president of the California Federa- 
tion of Women’s Clubs, said: 

It is highly probable that the 
amendment excluding feminine poli- 
ticilans from the federation came 
from the. Ebell Club. Naturally the 
club was chagrined at the defeat of 
its effcrt to keep the entire federa- 
tion as exclusive as itself, but I think 
it will reconsider its action, as the 
federation cannot afford to do with- 
out the 
Club cannot afford to do without the 
federation.” 

Mrs. William E. Colby, past presi- 
dent of the Alameda district. presi- 
dent cf the Twentieth Century Club 
of Derkeley, and suggested candidate 
California 
Federation of Women's Clubs: “The 
Ebell Club favored the redistricting 
of the State, and also the election of 
Mrs. A. F. Jones of Oroville, the de- 


feated candidate for president. The 


failure of bcth its measures appears 
to have greatly disturbed the club, 
and I believe it is merely a case of 
not being a game loser. The’ Ebell 


cy | Club may be a modern organization, 


but it does not know how to play 
the game.”

Mrs. A. C. Posey, past president 
ef the organization, said: 


“This is simply a squabble in the 


south itself, where more of the club- 
women are in politics than in any 
other section of the State. We have 
nothing to do with it. While 1 am 
decidedly opposed to present political 
topics for d''scussien at federation 
meetings, it would be absurd to en- 


ey | join a woman from being a delegate 


simply because she held a _ political 
position. My sympathy is with the 
women of the south. They have had 
politics injected into their clube and 
they are tired of n.“

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BIG BOOST FOR 
CITY BUDGET. 


Will be Thirty-five Million 
Dollars this Y ear.

Two Million and a Half on 
the Wrong Side. 


Planning a $35,000,000 financial 
programme for Los Angeles for the 
fiscal year is the real work of the 
Budget Committee of the City¥ Council, 
Instead of a little $6,000,000 pro- 
gramme as commonly supposed, be- 
cause the general fund for current 
municipal expenses is approximately 
$6,000,000. 

The larger figures have existed be- 
fore and there is no great increase in 
the city’s business, but the budget 
statement prepared by the Efficiency 
Commission and issued: yesterday is 
the first tabulation in which all the 
estimated revenues and estimated re- 
quirements of the municipality have 
been brought together for compart- 
son. This statement shows that the 
estimated city revenues from all 
sources for 1915-1916 are $32,600,000 
while the estimated requirements for 
the year are $35,000,000—or just 
$2,400,000 on the wrong side. 
INCLUDES ALL. 


Previous budget statements, ac- 
cording to the Efficiency Commission, 
have included only th departments 
whose expenses are paid from the gen- 
eral tax fund. In the statement is- 
sued yesterday, there are included the 
Water department with estimated ex- 
000 the Harbor department with 
$1,400,000; the hool department 
with $8,000,000; the interest and re- 
payment of principal with $3,000,000 
and the street improvement work done 
by assessment amounting to $6,000,000. 
It is pointed out that these various 
departments are financed partly by 
money, partly by the sale of water 
and by harbor services and partly by 
special assessments, but the Efficien- 
cy Commission and the Budget Com- 
mittee befieve that only by bringing 
all of these together can either city 
officials or citizens hope to arrive at 
an intelligent solution of the city's 
financial problems. 


REGARDING BUDGET. , 


Regarding the new form of budget, 
the Efficiency Commission says: 


These summary statements make 
it possible for the first time to com- 
pare the estimates presented by de- 
partments, item by item, with the ac- 
tual appropriations and expenditures

With the development of accurate 
methods of cost accounting, so that 
the estimates may be based upon ac- 
tua] facts as to work done and results 
accomplished, Los Angeles budget- 
making methods will compare favor- 
ably with the best practice of ad- 
vanced European cities. 

With the increasing demands on 
the part of citizens for more and bet- 
ter service and with the corresponding 
increase in the cost of this service, 
the need is every year becoming more 
urgent for accurate, prompt and com- 
plete information at every possible 
point. A properly classified budget 
such as the one here presented, is 
therefore quite essential to progress 
in the application of modern busi- 
ness methods to public business.

NOUNCIL FAVORS 
NEW GAS RATE. 


HEARING DEVELOPS SUPPORT 
FOR UTILITIES BOARD. 


Consideration of the Public Utilities 
Board’s proposed new gas rate of 
66% cents for 1000 B. T. U. gas, before 
the City Countil on the hearing of 
Protests from the local gas companies, 
resulted yesterday in referring the rate 
resolution back to the City Attorney 
for report on whether the Council 
had authority to order installation of 
master meters and sub meters in 
apartment-houses. The important de- 
velopment of the afternoon's business, 
however, was a change in the attitude 
of a majority of the Council, indicated 
by a willingness to accept the Utili- 
ties Board . recommendations if the 
apartment-house meter problem can 
be adjusted satisfactorily. | 

When the hearing opened several 
members proposed to pass the buck to 
the Ralflroad Commission which as- 
sumes jurisdiction over rates early in 
August. It was explained by President 
Lane of the Utilities Board that such 
action would mean that the present 
rate of 68 cents for gas of inferior 
quality will remain in force until the 
city could get a hearing before the 
Railroad Commission while, on the 
other hand, if the Council permitted 
the proposed lower rates to go in ef- 
fect now they would stand for two or 
three years, anyway. 

President Lowe of the Economic Gas 
Company favored the new rates but 
they were opposed by representatives 
of the Los Angeles Gas & Electric 
Company and the Southern California 
Gas Company who said that while 
present rates were too low to suit 
them, they would be willing to con- 
tinue until the Railroad Commission 
assumed jurisdiction.
